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Dairy farmers will survive 

•Subsidy reduction not expected to be much ota hardship

A 30 percent reduction in the 
dairy subsidy offered by Canada 
Agriculture will not push dairy 
farmers out of work, at least not 
locally. 

Farmers who raise cattle for 
milk in the Didsbury area were 
resigned to the reduction - 15 
percent in August, 1995 and 
another 15 percent in August, 
1996, saying they expected the 
cuts. 

“We hadjust had a reduction 
of 10 percent in 1993 and we 
were expecting another 10 per¬ 
cent in 1995, "said Bruce Beattie 
“Now it is just 15 percent for 
this year and 15 percent for 
next ” 


The 30 percent reduction in 
the market share quota was an¬ 
nounced as part of plans to re¬ 
duce the federal deficit by the 
Finance Minister Paul Martin 
last Monday. The current MSQ 
subsidy is $5 43 per hectalitre 
The subsidy is paid only on in¬ 
dustrial milk 

But Beattie said most Alberta 
farmers will not be impacted too 
harshly by the cut 

“For most farmers, the MSQ 
is only about 50 percent of sales," ’ 
he said “We can recover that 
cost.” 

Beattie said that 50 percent 
of sales comes to represent a 
market with 70 percent of sales 
non-MSQ and 30 percent MSQ 
Since MSQ is low, it will be 
easy to absorb the decrease, but 


he said dairy' farmers in Quebec 
may no have it so easy where the 
market share is 75 percent MSQ 
Gary Edwards of Garedon 
Holstiens agreed The Didsbury 
area farmer said Quebec is likely 
to be hit hardest by the reduc¬ 
tion. 

“It won't have a big impact 
on how I do business, " he said 
‘' 1 feel government programs are 
just bandaids anyways.” 

The biggest concern for both 
area farmers is where the sub¬ 
sidy reductions will lead The 
dairy market is strictly control¬ 
led through supply management, 
a big bone of contention for 
Canada's trading partners in¬ 
volved in the General Agree¬ 
ment on Tariffs and Trade 
* ‘The question we need to ask 


is, what’s the plan for down the 
road for quota systems as a 
whole,” Edwards said 

With the subsidy reduction, 
most consumers will be watch¬ 
ing for increases at the store, but 
both Edwards and Beattie agreed 
the consumer will not likely be 
hit with the difference 

“It depends on the processors 
if the prices will go up,” said 
Beattie “ I think that is not likely 
to happen because processor 
profits arc very high this year In 
Ontario, (there is a co-op) whose 
dividend was $725,000 and I 
know Dairyland has shown as 
good profit as well.” 

In any case, both Edwards 
and Beattie don’t expect to be 
doing business quite the same

After more than a year of prepa¬ 
ration, Sundre will become home to 
a new form of schooling aimed at 
helping non-traditional students get 
the education they need. 

The Sundre Community Learn¬ 
ing Centre was formally approved 
by the Chinook’s Edge Regional 
school board last week and is ex¬ 
pected to open before June 

The concept for the school was 
developed locally by teachers in 
Sundre concerned about the drop¬ 
out rate in the area Many students 
were suffering in traditional class¬ 
rooms because of cultural differ¬ 
ences or shyness or because of other 
commitments like jobs or sports 
The learning centre, to be operated 
with the support of Olds College 
and Sun Pine Mills, will offer more 
flexible hours and self directed 
learning with computers Students 


will be able to learn on their own 
time and still have the support of an 
educator. 

But while the school board gave 
their support for the project, they 
agreed only to loan the program 
$30,000 to help pay for start up 
costs, estimated at $198,000. Or¬ 
ganizers had asked for a grant so 
future profits could be reinvested in 
the program A $ 160,000 grant from 
Canada Employment will cover the 
majority of the start up costs 

But while the $30,000 will have 
to be repaid. Mountain View As¬ 
sistant Superintendent Warren 
Phillips said the project is still fea¬ 
sible 

“We were very conservative on 
the revenue predictions and high on 
the costs, so this still looks very 
good,” Phillips said “We can work 
through it. ’ ’

as a concern judging by the entries 
in our teen safety video contest," 
noted Jones. "It’s a useful means of 
transportation on the farm that has 
to be respected by users of all ages.” 

The 45 to 60 age category had 
the most victims with five fatalities 
Three of the 1994 farm fatalities 
were over the age of 60. Two vic¬ 
tims were in the 35 to 44-year-old 
category and only one fatality was 
recorded in the 18 to 34-year-old 
category. 

Farm machinery remained the 
leading cause of death accounting 
for two-thirds of 1994 farm fatali¬ 
ties. Four of the 10 farm machinery 
deaths involved trucks "Trucks 
surpassed the tractor as the number 
one killer last year," said Jones. 

Slightly more fatalities, 53 per¬ 
cent, occurred in farm fields than 
the 47 percent in farm yards. 

Complete 1994 Farm Fatality 
reports are available from Alberta 
Agriculture's farm safety program 
in Edmonton by calling (403) 427- 
2171. 


There were 15 fatalities on Al¬ 
berta farms in 1994, a decline of 32 
percent compared to the previous 
year. 

"Excellent growing conditions 
and general industry optimism may 
have contributed to fewer deaths," 
said Eric Jones, Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture farm safety specialist 

However, nine of the fatalities 
still occurred during the harvest 
months of August, September and 
October and three occurred during 
haying season in June and July. 

"Typically, pressures of these 
seasons tend to be a factor in acci¬ 
dents. As we've always stressed, 
your life and limbs can't be replaced, 
so take care no matter the weather," 
said Jones. 

Only four of the 1994 victims 
were children, a drop of 43 percent 
from the previous year. They ranged 
in age from four to 17-years-old 
I wo of the fatalities involved all- 
terrain vehicles (ATV).

The public opinion—

Regional Health Authority #5 

On behalf of Regional Health 
Authority #5, I appreciate the 
opportunity to contribute infor¬ 
mation regarding our health serv¬ 
ices system Our region extends 
from the Didsbury district on the 
west, to the Hanna - Cereal dis¬ 
trict on the east, including Three 
Hills, Strathmore and Drumhcller 
districts between. Our vision is to 
help individuals to be healthy in a 
healthy community This reflects 
the mandate of our authority 
which includes environmental, 
community and institutional serv¬ 
ices. For the first time we are 
planning a co-ordinated, inte¬ 
grated system to offer all health 
services out of one organization 
We want a client focused system, 
responding to the needs of the 
community 

In early November of last year 
we held three public meetings, 
organized and run by Alberta 
Community Development. These 
meetings were to get input and we 


received a good indication of 
w hat you desire from the health 
system Staff said they felt inse¬ 
cure about their jobs and that 
downsizing should be concen¬ 
trated in the areas of administra¬ 
tion and management The board 
has recently identified savings 
of about 25 percent in these ar¬ 
eas, which in total are about 7 
percent of our budget About 
75-80 percent of the budget con¬ 
sists of wages and benefits, the 
other 15-20 percent being utili¬ 
ties, supplies and other opera¬ 
tional expenses On the "front 
line" we realize adjustments w ill 
have to be made throughout the 
system and job descriptions and 
challenges will change as all 
health care services amalgamate 
We will continue to work with 
our personnel to develop new 
skills and flexibility Concern 
w*s also expressed regarding 
the provision of all health serv¬ 
ices from one service center We 
feel this step is necessary to co¬ 
ordinate all services and com¬ 
munication channels, for the 
smooth flow of services to wher¬ 


ever needed and to keep a com¬ 
munity focus of care You em¬ 
phasized that administration and 
special services be centralized and 
"customer" services be provided 
locally Our RHA is maintaining 
a minimum of regional staff, w ith 
major duties being absorbed by 
management in local areas for the 
whole region This service deliv¬ 
ery structure will create a new 
delivery' system and, with the co¬ 
operation of those involved, break 
down service delivery barriers 
There was discussion also at 
the public meetings of new serv¬ 
ices or programs which may be 
needed Through community 
meetings and involvement of the 
care delivery teams we hope to be 
able to identify needs and what 
may not be needed Concern was 
expressed about the need for more 
home services as institutional 
services change We are planning 
for continuity of care w hich will 
identify and monitor the needs in 
the community, whether it be the 
needs of the aged or those with 

special needs, or those needing

Well, the federal government must have done something 
right, the triple A rating on our debt has been confirmed by one 
of two international bond rating agencies and the Canadian 
dollar is continuing to do well despite speculator's best efforts 

I have to admit that the international finance types aren't the 
only ones who like this budget, 1 like it for its balance - small 
increase in taxes without a drastic impact on the middle class- 
and cuts in spending 

1 like the fact that some of Canada’s richer institutions will 
have to pay their share now Banks, for example, w ill no longer 
have the option to write off softw are development and will be 
forced to at least pay some taxes on their incredible bottom 
lines That ought to bring in heaps more rev enue to the federal 
coffers than adding 1 or 2 percent to my measly income tax 
contributions I don't mind having to pay more if necessary - 
for example the 1.5 cent increase in gas taxes Gas is not a 
necessity for life, the addition is just a sin tax and gas prices 
fluctuate so much anyway, who really noticed? 

But in terms of spending cuts, I think the feds could have 
gone just a bit further I'm not talking about deeper cuts to 
social programs, but rather about some ancillary areas of the 
budget that could have been chopped off altogether For 
example, the economic development grants were cut by 21 
percent Why not cut them 50 percent or even 100 percent? 

Overall. I believe the budget approaches the deficit concern 
in a reasonable and no-nonsense way, w ithout unravelling the 
social safety net Yet there is one area which makes me 
question this government's commitment to the principle of 
Canadian social democracy - the blank cheque approach to 
transfer payments 

I am a strong federalist but even beyond that, handing 
money over to each provincial government without some 
strong regulatory strings concerns ine I see it leading to all 
sorts of regional inequalities Should Albertans get a better 
level of health care than New foundlanders because w e are a 
have region and they are not 9 Just handing over a large cheque 
to Ralph without some limitations on where it must be spent 
makes we w onder if my federal tax dollars, supposedly going 
to help out my neighbors in their times of crisis, will be 
underw riting the next Novatel or Gamers If we are going to 
be a country, then let’s be a country 
Quote of the week 

“We believe school is not a pleasant experience for some 
people We had one student of a visible minority who w as one 
of 14 out of 700 students That student only stayed for one 
hour We think this program will help students like that ”

In my 27 years in the RCM Po¬ 
lice, I was directly involved in in¬ 
vestigating 14 murders and at¬ 
tempted murders and in only three 
of these were firearms involved 
They involved one chap burning 
down a house to get his victim along 
with others living there, a piece of 2 
x 4 used in another, an axe in an¬ 
other, another by strangulation, an¬ 
other beaten and left to freeze to 
death, another using a shoe tree, 
another beaten so badly by the cul¬ 
prits using their fists and feet that 
the victim died of his injuries. The 
rest were murdered by the use of 
household knives, which are located 
in everyone of our households. 
Should we register all the items 
used that were not rifles and shot¬ 
guns, used in these murders - to 
suggest so is ludicrous - so is regis¬ 
tering of firearms (shotguns and 
rifles). In retrospect I can not see 
how registration of all firearms 
would have prevented the three 
murders in which they were used 

The pro-registration people state 
registration of rifles and shotguns 
will reduce violence in our society. 
Hogwash! 

Through my experiences inves¬ 
tigating domestic violence com¬ 
plaints (other than murder), 1 found 
that whatever was handiest was used 
- such as fists, feet, household items, 
wrenches, rocks, chains, whips, 
pieces of wood, etc. Should these 
people register themselves as vio¬ 
lent and abusive people or should 
the items used be registered? Sug¬ 
gesting this type of registration is 
ludicrous - the same word needs to 
be applied to the registration of 
rifles and shotguns 

The pro people say that cars are 
registered so why not rifles and 
shotguns What in blazes has regis¬ 
tration of vehicles got to do with the 
registration of firearms? Someone 
please tell me the correlation Reg¬ 
istration of vehicles has not reduced 
the carnage on our highways, nor 
has it prevented them from being 


stolen or used in the commission of 
crime Registration of our rifles and 
shotguns will not prevent these of¬ 
fences taking place. 

We already have legislation in 
place to have all firearms secured, 
yet we have incidents where, mainly 
children, have inflicted injuries to 
themselves or others because 
owner(s) who have not complied 
with the law The owner(s) who 
have not complied with the existing 
law should be dealt with, with all the 
severity of the law when this type of 
incident happens Registration of 
our rifles and shotguns will not pre¬ 
vent these incidents. 

Pro-people for the registration 
of firearms say the police support 
this blanket registration Indeed, all 
those I spoke to did; however, when 
I asked these same police officers if 
registration will reduce crime, I re¬ 
ceived an emphatic "No". I have 
spoken to numerous retired and serv¬ 
ing members of the RCM Police 
over the previous several months 
Who knows better what the regis¬ 
tration of rifles and shotguns will or 
will not do? I believe the police over 
the politicians and so-called do- 
gooders. The police have experi¬ 
ences and facts to support their view 

Do we compel abusive users of 
drugs and alcohol to register them¬ 
selves - they create untold suffering 
to society - do we compel people 
who cannot control their emotions 
(ie: anger, bad tempers) to register - 
they create untold suffering in our 
society. Ludicrous Registration of 
rifles and shotguns is just as ludi¬ 
crous. 

I feel firearm registration is be¬ 
ing imposed on us by politicians in 
Ottawa because of a couple of inci¬ 
dents in eastern Canada (Ontario 
and Quebec) in the past few years 
This is where votes are and the will 
of the do-gooders of mainly Ontario 
and Quebec are attempting to im¬ 
pose their will on the rest of Canada 
Too bad the politicians in Ottawa 
don't have the guts to listen to rea¬ 
son and protect my right with the 
same degree that they are standing 
up for the pro-registration lobby I

The federal government says the 
costs of registration will be mini¬ 
mal. I hope so, but do not believe 
them They proved this in the past 
when we had to secure all our fire¬ 
arms. Who paid for all the security? 
The legitimate gun owner. This did 
not prevent the improper use and 
theft of these weapons There were 
even additional costs because who 
paid to replace or repair the secure 
device when weapons were illegally 
removed? The legitimate gun owner. 
If one made a claim to his or her 
insurance company, the deductible 
had to be paid, plus the premiums 
went up thereby penalizing the legit 
gun owner. 

When the Firearm Acquisition 
Certificate (FAC) came into being 
(part of the security legislation) it 
cost $10 to register. Now it costs 
$25 to renew your FAC if done so 
prior to expiry, otherwise it costs 
$50. The same will happen if this 
new proposed registration legisla¬ 
tion is imposed upon us. 

When culprit(s) are caught, who 
have stolen our properly secured 
firearms, the courts can assess dam¬ 
age costs to the culprit(s); however, 
the courts appear loath to do so. 
There is not a doubt in my mind that 
we have adequate existing law; all 


Dear Editor: 

It appears that a labor strike will 
once again disrupt farmer's lives 
and threaten their livelihood Cana¬ 
dian National Railways is facing a 
strike by union members and from 
all indications there will be a work 
stoppage 

This would be the fourteenth 
labor disruption in 29 years. Each 
of the previous 13 times, the federal 
government has had to step in espe¬ 
cially and legislate the laborers back 
to work. This is a persistent prob¬ 
lem and one that is ended in the 
same manner, by federal legisla¬ 
tion 

Farmers are held hostage during 
these labor disputes. They are not 
able to influence the situation, al¬ 
though the strikes impact them very 
heavily. In the 11 day strike last 
year, western grain farmers lost $35 
million through demurrage, penal¬ 
ties and out of pocket expenses. 
Additionally, $500 million of grain 
sales were threatened 

In order to stop this chronic prob¬ 
lem, I introduced Bill C-262 to the 
House. It is currently under debate 
in the House of Commons. It solves

the process of Final Offer Selec¬ 
tion, which encourages the involved 
parties to resolve their differences 
early If they cannot, they must ta¬ 
ble their final best offer to an arbi¬ 
trator, who must decide between 
the parties' offers. Strike action will 
not occur, but the parties still have 
the opportunity to pursue the col¬ 
lective bargaining process. This cre¬ 
ates a fair opportunity for all the 
involved parties. 

This Bill, if passed into law, will 
ensure that the labor disputes are 
handled in a timely manner If Bill 
C-262 passes into law, the dispute 
will be handled the same way, with 
the same results for the two parties. 
But there is a bonus. Farmers will 
not be losing millions of dollars a 
day while debate is going on. 

Please consider Bill C-262 as 
the solution to this chronic prob¬ 
lem Support this bill by writing me 
or your MP (House of Commons, 
Ottawa, Ontario, K1A 0A6).

Survey crews sighted on Highway 2A between Olds and Didsbury over the past few weeks 
have been preparing for routine right of way maintenance, not marking out sections for repair 

The only section of the 2 A singled out in the 1995 
budget for major work this spring is a short section 
south of Carstairs and even that is still “tentative’ 
according to Fred Lee from Alberta Transportation 
“Nothing is happening between Olds and Dids¬ 
bury,” Lee said. “We realize there is a heaving 
problem, but there isn’t a lot we can do other than 
ask people to slow down,” Lee said Actual breaks

GRIP, introduced in 1991 to pro¬ 
vide revenue protection for farm¬ 
ers, is funded by producers and the 
federal and provincial governments 
Payments to farmers arc determined 
by calculating producer yields, com¬ 
modity price and the amount of 
acreage seeded 

"Farmers have said they want 
out of GRIP, and we have listened," 
said Walter Paszkowski, Alberta 
Agriculture, Food and Rural Devel¬ 
opment minister. "They prefer a 
program that reduces the threat of 
trade action and doesn't influence 
their decisions on what to grow 

"GRIP no longer fulfills the needs 
of Alberta farmers," added 
Paszkowski. "It is time to move 
forward with our business plan, 
which calls for a new direction for 
safety nets in Alberta. Our new ap¬ 
proach must be compatible with 
international trade agreements, such 
as the General Agreement on Tar¬ 
iffs and Trade (GATT)." GRIP is 
unacceptable because payments are 
tied to commodity prices, he said 

"Crop insurance will play a 
stronger role in risk management 
for Alberta farmers," said 
Paszkowski. "As in the past, farm¬

Total Soil Utilization is a concept of farming _ 

that just makes good sense! It's a practical and very BV ^ 
rational approach to improving yields while man- ■ ™ 
aging input costs and protecting the soil structure 

The concept is really pretty basic, said Doug Ia I 
Machaeek. a Crop Production Advisor with Park- IIIJ 
land Agn Services in Didsbury "All farmers have ® ™ 
to do is simply focus on what you are given within 
each square foot of soil and then use what you are 
given more effectively." 

"Nature provides each square inch of soil in a 

given area with the same amount of rainfall and the sun 
shines equally in each square inch as well" Also noted 
Machaeek, "given time weeds or other plants will grow in 
every square inch as well." 

Hien why do we only plant our crops on 35-50 percent of 
the soil? Why don't we plant on 100 percent of it? "Planting 
in seven inch rows with plants that develop a three inch 
diameter root system results in soil utilization of well under 
50 percent The balance of the unused soil is thus subjected 
to soil degradation from water and wind erosion and the 
units of energy from the sun on exposed soil increases the 
opportunity for soil crusting and baking ” "Furthermore,” 
added Machaeek, "weeds tend to grow in the unused soil 
portion at a substantially higher rate, primarily due to access 
to high soil fertility levels and a lack of crop competition 

Farmers again have to consider that they fertilize every 
square foot and every square inch and that if they don't place 
a plant in that area to use the nutrient, the good Lord will 

Once farmers enter a discussion on Total Soil Utilization, 
they tend to become very interested, especially once they 
learn that there are no new costs involved, just greater 
rewards! 

John Trenholm, a Crop Production Advisor with Park¬ 
land Agri Services for the Didsbury/Olds area further added, 
"Total Soil Utilization is a farming concept that farmers can 
adapt to very easily, no new machinery', no new crop input 
costs, just simply receiving more reward from better soil 
management" 

When asked how farmers achieve Total Soil Utilization, 
Trenholm explained, "where trash levels have been man¬ 
aged, farmers simply need a way to promote random seeding 
placement, which will lead to improved soil moisture utili¬ 
zation, weed competition, and higher yields A growing 
trend across the Parkland region of Alberta, and in the

central United States, is to broadcast the seed, incorporate 
with standard tillage equipment and pack sufficiently. Farm¬ 
ers are very familiar with the benefits of broadcast seeding 
w ith canola and forages and are now wanting to capitalize on 
those same benefits with cereal crops." 

"Last year Parkland Agri Services custom seeded over 
12,000 acres and we continue to receive requests for more," 
said Trenholm who also added, "that farmers look at the 
savings and benefits and realize that it just makes good 
sense." 

With the nsing costs of fertilizer this year, managing the 
efficiency of every pound should be high on all producers 
list and Total Soil Utilization helps dramatically with ferti¬ 
lizer efficiency. Plants don't extract added fertilizer products 
directly from soil solution or water It makes common sense 
then to random place seeds so that access to soil water 
solution is distributed evenly amongst all plants that grow 

"Competition from plants placed in side by side rows is 
fierce,” said Trenholm. "And only the fittest survive Farm¬ 
ers who plant two bushels/acre of barley will be placing a 
seed approximately every 1/2 to 3/4 of an inch and when they 
check the stubble in the fall realize that only one in 3 of those 
seeds survived. We're spending $9/acre for seed just to have 
$3 worth survive which really should make us consider what 
we are doing." 

Weeds are a big problem in this area and weed control 
products are expensive Therefore, weed control products 
need to be applied to achieve the best control at the lowest 
rates. Crop competition is a significant factor in helping crop 
protection products work effectively and the Total Soil 
Utilization concept greatly improves crop competition. 

"We believe that improved crop competition, through the 
use of Total Soil Utilization principles, can help lower 
herbicide costs or, where farmers are already using the 


minimum rates, greatly improve the weed control. 
Ill When farmers are asked about Total Soil Utiliza- 
tion, they generally have a concern with achieving 
adequate seed depth and surface moisture levels," 
M explained Danen Howie, a Crop Production Advi- 
[j^Jsor for Parkland Agri Services in the Airdrie/ 
Cochrane area "Farmers in the area with whom I 
work have little problem with that now," he added 
"Of all the acres seeded last year, the majority were 
in the Airdrie/Cochrane area, where it is normally 
drier and the soil is sandier Farmers have custom spread the 
grain with our air flow application, then cultivate to incor¬ 
porate and follow with harrow or harrow packer. They save 
tillage dollars and reap the benefits of Total Soil Utilization 
principles We can show farmers where they can save or 
eliminate tillage, conserve moisture and manage seed and 
chemical costs all at the same time 

Farmers should be aware that we can place the seed, the 
fertilizer and an effective wildoat control product like Avadex 
BW, all at the same time. They simply cultivate twice, 
harrow or harrow pack and they are done. Howie explained 
why they cultivate twice "On any given pass, a cultivator 
with sweeps will bring seed placed at the surface to about 1/ 
3 of the cultivated depth. The second pass, if the cultivator 
is set at the same level, will move the seed down to about 1/ 
2 of the depth. Simply put, two passes at 4 inches will result 
in the majority of the seed being at the 1 V 2 to 2 inch level, 
exactly where it should be." 

Parkland Agn Services has locations at Didsbury and 
Crossfield and employs 15 full-time people, four of which 
are Crop Production Advisors Tony Overwater, Parkland 
Agn Services owner and manager added, "we believe in 
improving our customers' ability to make a living from 
farming, not just on selling him crop production products. 
We want our customers to be profitable and we need to help 
them achieve their personal goals. To do that we need to give 
them good advice, provide them with good product and 
bring to them new and fresh ideas and technology that they 
can apply to their farm We believe the Total Soil Utilization 
principle is one of those new ideas, and we believe it will

"The net farm income has predict¬ 
ably declined slightly by about $700 
per year, but the total revenue quo¬ 
tient is up from $ 111,000 per farm 
in 1989 to $115,000 per farm in 
1993." 

Caldwell credited the advent of 
desktop computers in farm house¬ 
holds around the country to shrewder 
expertise on behalf of producers for 
monitoring their individual opera¬ 
tions. 

Still, the biggest problem plagu¬ 
ing agriculture today, according to 
Caldwell, remains that the margin 
of revenue and expenditures has not 
kept pace with the cost of living. He 
credited the fact that over half of 
Canadian farms surveyed were rela¬ 
tively small operations reliant upon 
income from both farming and 
nonfarm sources. 

"This is a trend we expect will 
continue in the years ahead," 
Caldwell said "There is little doubt 
that across the nation, gram and 
beef farms have a higher percentage 
of nonfarm income. It's understand¬ 
able when you consider that grain 
farmers are earning less than $6,000 
per year as a net market income " 

Despite this, Caldwell said posi¬ 
tive advancements have begun to 
unfold The size of grain farms is 
increasing in terms of cultivated 
acres and more producers are turn¬ 
ing to newer, more marketable crops 
such as canola to counter the chal¬ 
lenge of sustaining their financial 
forecast 

"Certainly there are farmers in 
Alberta and across the country who 
have had to adjust their practices 


over the years to become more effi¬ 
cient and generate higher levels of 
cash flow The financial situation 
has improved since 1989 with less 
farms in the weakest financial situ¬ 
ation and more farms with higher 
equity and a stronger cashflow," he 
said 

This estimation is easily proven 
by 1993 statistics showing that the 
majority (54 percent) of Canadian 
farms were in a strong financial 
situation with cashflows well over 
$20,000 and equity over 75 per¬ 
cent "While not all farms are ad¬ 
justing to changing economic con¬ 
ditions to the same extent, the ma¬ 
jority of producers are making a 
concerted effort They are either 
fanning more acres, changing their 


crop mix, adopting new technol¬ 
ogy, or reducing expenses Often 
it's a combination of these that makes 
the difference," Caldwell said 
Considering the vast regions 
from which the survey's informa¬ 
tion was compiled, Caldwell be¬ 
lieves the exercise will be of benefit 
to those interested in setting a solid 
foundation for the industry to pros¬ 
per from in the future

A 32-year-old man uses his trac¬ 
tor to free a second that is stuck in a 
muddy field The pulling tractor 
flips over backward fatally pinning 
the man to the ground. Elsewhere, a 
one-year-old boy is found face¬ 
down in a water trough nearby where 
he and his siblings were playing 
His father was busy doing chores at 
the time the accident occurred 

Details about both accidents were 
reported to the Farm Safety Asso¬ 
ciation which gathers Statistics for 
work-related hazards in agricultural, 
horticultural, and landscape opera¬ 
tions. Both situations, the Associa¬ 
tion's experts state, were prevent¬ 
able. All it takes is a few hours 
preparation to avoid most accidents. 

Because medical assistance and 
rescue personnel will likely have to 
cover greater distances than in an 
urban setting, being prepared for 
the unexpected can mean the differ¬ 
ence between life and death The 
key is for farm families to develop 
an awareness of hazards in the 
workplace and make a conscious 
effort to avoid the unexpected 

It may be helpful to use the fol¬ 
lowing checklist as a guide to walk 
through your farm with family mem¬ 
bers and identify where improve¬ 
ments can be made 

Answer each of the questions 
with a yes or no. If you answer no to 
any questions, correct the hazard 
immediately, or set a date for the 
completion. 

1. Is a First Aid kit available at 
various work sites on the farm? 

2. Do all operators of equipment 
receive safety instruction? 

3. Are all guards and shields in 
place on all farm machinery? 

4 Are children kept away from 
machinery at all times? 

5. Do you always forbid extra 
riders on farm equipment? 

6. Is power always shut off to 
service or unclog machinery' 7
